with an eye to the preceding 
XZ verſes, may mean, That 
dur Lord Jeſus Chriſt is al- 
ways attentive to the wants 
g © and diſtreſſes of his faith- 
ful followers, and nd at hand to relieve 
them: Or, if we connect them with the 
verſe immediately following, we may under- 
ſtand them as expreſſing this propoſition, 
© That the doctrine of Jeſus Chriſt is always 
one and the fame, independently of the way- 
ward and changeable fancies of men.“ In 
either way, I ſay, the words may be taken; 
and they do not neceflarily imply more than 
the one or the other of theſe two ſenſes, which 
the context will oblige us to beſtow upon 


them. 
A 2 „ But 
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But the minds of the Apoſtles, full of the 
greateſt ideas, and ſwelling with the ſuggeſ- 
tions of the holy Spirit, which, in no ſcanty 
meaſure, was imparted to them, perpetually 
overflow, as it were, the ſubject of their diſ- 
courſe, and expatiate into other and larger 
views, than ſeem neceſſary to the completion 
of the argument, immediately preſented to 
them. 

This being the manner of the inſpired 
writers, it. can be thought no forced or vio- 
lent conſtruction of the text, to take it in 
the full extent of the expreſſion; which is ſo 
ſtriking and awful, as naturally to turn our 
thoughts towards the „ of the 
three following particulars : 

Firſt, The ineffable glory of our Lord $ 
Perſon ; 

Secondly, The immenſity of the ſcheme of 
Redemption through his blood; And 

Laſtly, The unchangeable nature of his 
Religion. 

In theſe ſeveral ſenſes, it is truly and em- 
phatically ſaid of Jeſus Chriſt, That he 7s the 


the ſame yeſterday, to day, and for ever. 
| 2 Eph, i. 7. 
I. The 
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I. The tranſcendant dignity of our bleſſed 
Lord's PERSON is expreſſed in theſe words. 

For what leſs do they imply than a periect 
ſtate of being, a proper eternity of exiſtence ? 
Agreeably to what we read elſewhere, That 
Be was in the beginning*—before all things *— 
that He is Alpha and Omega, the firſt and the 
Jaſt — that his throne is for ever and ever — 
and his goings forth from everlaſiing*: Nay, and 
ſuitably to the very turn of phraſe, which the 
Holy Ghoſt employs in characterizing the 
Supreme Majeſty of Heaven, 7 am Alpha and 
Omega, the beginning and the ending, ſaith the 
Lord, which is, and which was, and which tis to 
come, the Almighty *. 

When Jeſus Chriſt, therefore, is held out 


to us in the text, as being the ſame yefterday, 


to day, and for ever, we may be allowed, or 
rather weare required, to elevate our thoughts 
to the utmoſt, and to conceive with inexpreſ- 
ſible awe and veneration of that glory which be 
had with the Father, before the world was *. 

II. We are called upon by theſe words to 
reflect on the conſtant, uniform tenour of that

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amazing ſcheme of REDEMPTION, which was 
planned before the ages, was unfolded by juſt 


degrees, and was finally completed in Chriſt 
Feſus; in this ſenſe, likewiſe, ſo intereſting to 


us, the SAME yeſterday, to day, and for ever. 


The works of the Lord, ſays the Pſalmiſt, 
are great, and ſought out of all thoſe that have 
pleaſure therein. But which of his works 
is ſo ſtupendous, or carries the enraptured 
mind to ſo high an original, as that which 
reſpects the redemption by Chriſt Jeſus ? 
Man was produced in time, and ſtationed on 
this earth at the diſtance of no more years, 
than our chronology eafily reckons up. But 
who can go back to that moment, when the 
Godhead fate in council on Ve diſpenſation of 
Grace by the Goſpel? On the myſtery, which 
from the beginning of the world hath been hid in 


God, who created all things by Jeſus Chriſt; to 


the intent that, in the fullneſs of time, unto 
the principalities and powers in heavenly places 
might be known by the Church the manifold xi. 
dom of God, according to the eternal purpoſe which 
he purpoſed in Chrift Teſus our Lordo? Inſpired 
language itſelf labours, we ſee, in ſetting forth 


a Pl, ii. 2. » Eph. iii. 9, 10, 17. 
the 
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the extent of this diſpenſation; in declaring 

to us what is the breadth, and length, and depth, 

and height of this ſcheme of divine wiſdom, 
through the love of Chriſt, which paſſeth know- 
ledge®. | : 

Known unto God, indeed, are ALL his works 

from the beginning®*. But this great work of 

love ſeems to have been ever preſent to him; 
to have engaged and occupied, if we may pre- 
ſume ſo to ſpeak, the conſtant, the unremit- 
ting, the unwearied attention of the divine 
mind ; and to have entered into all the coun- 
ſels of his providence, which he had formed 
for the diſplay of his glory, 7brough all ages, 

World without end-. 

Such is the idea which the Scriptures oblige 
us to entertain of the manifold wiſdom of God 
in Chriſt Jeſus: manifold, as it preſents to us 

the various evolutions of an eternal and infi- 

nitely extended diſpenſation of Grace ; but 
one and the ſame, with regard to the end in 
view, the redemption of a ruined world, and 
to the conduct and completion of them all by 
the means, and in the perſon of the Redeemer. 
What parts of this ſcheme lie out of the 
verge of our world, and how much of it hath

reſpected, 
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reſpected, or may hereafter reſpect, other and 
higher natures by far, than the ſons of mon, 
it would be fruitleſs to inquire, as theſe deep 
things of God have not been diſtinctly re- 
vealed to us. Yet one thing deſerves our 


notice, That the Angels themſelves * deſire to 


Hook into this ſcheme of ſalvation; and are ſurely 
ſome way concerned in it, ſince it was deſigned 
to comprehend, and gather together in one, all 
things in Chriſt, both which are in heaven, and 
which are on earth, even in HIM. o 

But conceive of the intereſt which celeſtial 
beings have in Jeſus Chrift, as you will; 
there can be no doubt, that he has been inva- 
riably the end of all God's revelations to man- 
kind. The hiſtory of Redemption is coæval 
with that of the Globe itſelf, has run through 
every ſtage of its exiſtence, and will outlaſt 
it's utmoſt duration. 'The precious hope of 
a Redeemer was the ſupport of fallen man; 
the theme of all the Patriarchs ; the baſis of 
all the Covenants; the boait and exultation of 
all the Prophets; and the deſire of all nations. 

Look round on the ſhifting ſcenes of glory, 
which have been exhibited in the theatre of

this 
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this world's and ſee the ſucceſs of mighty 
conquerors, the policy of ſtates, the deſtiny 
of empires, depend on the ſecret purpoſe of 
God in his ſon Jeſus : before whom all the 
atchievements and imaginations of men muſt 
bow down, and to whoſe honour all the myſ- 
terious workings of his providence are now, 
have hitherto been, and will for ever be, 
directed. = 
Such is the uniform, immutable, everlaſt- 
ing tenour of that diſpenſation, we call Chriſ- 
tian; the power and wiſdom of God in Jeſus 
Chrijt, the ſame yeſtzrday, to day, and for 
ever. But 

III. Laſtly, theſe words expreſs the un- 
changeable nature and perpetual obligation of 
Chriſtianity, conſidered as a Law of Religion, 
or Rule of Life, as well as a ſcheme of viſ- 
dom and mercy unſpeakable for the rev 
tion of mankind. 
Salvation by the blood of Chriſt was the 
eternal purpoſe of God, the ultimate end of 
all his counſels. But, for the attainment of 
it, He choſe to reveal his will gradually by 
feveral intermediate and preparatory commu- 
nications. Hence the diyine Law, though 
ſtill directed to the ſame end, has been diver- 

B ſi fied, 
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fified, according as the Legiſlator ſaw fit, at 


fundry times and in divers manners, to ſpeak in 
times paſt unto the Fathers by the PROPHETS. 


But now, at length, He hath ſpoken to us 
by his Sox; whoſe word is become the ſtand- 
ing law of mankind ; obligatory on all, to 
whom it is made known, and unalterable by 


any authority, or by any change of circum- 


ſtances whatſoever. The terms of ſalvation 
are irrevocably fixed. They are propoſed to 
all, and required of all, without diſtinction 
of ſeaſons or perſons. The everlaſting Goſpel 
is addreſſed to all that dwell on the earth; to 
every nation and kindred and tongue and people. 
The extent of it is univerſal ; and the obliga- 
tion, ſo indiſpenſable, that an Angel from 
heaven preach any other Goſpel than that we 
have received, he is to be rejected by us; nay, 
an anathema reſts upon him *. Since the ſound 
&f the Goſpel is gone out into all the world*, we 
are to liſten to no other. Nor is it to be mo- 


dified to our expectations or fancies. We are 


complete in HIM, which is the head of all prin- 


cipality and power *; even in JesUs CHRIST, 


with regard to the perpetuity and eternity of 


Rev. xiv.

| his 
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his Law, as well as in the other ſenſes before 
conſidered, ek SAME yeſterday, to day, and for 
ever. 

AFTER THIS explanation of the text, 
every one ſees with what force it applies to 
the occaſion of our preſent meeting. For 
ſurely ſuch a Religion, as that of Jeſus, fo 
divine in it's origin, ſo extenſive in it's views, 
and fo permanent in it's obligations, deſerves 
to be propagated through the world; and juſ- 
tifies, or rather demands, the utmoſt zeal of 
it's profeſſors to ſpread it abroad among all 
nations. 

And ſuch is the end of this venerable So- 
ciety ; inſtituted for the double purpoſe of 
converting the Heathen, who fit in darkneſs 
and the ſhadow of death, to the bleſſed hopes 
of the Goſpel; and of keeping up and pro- 
moting in profeſſed Chriſtians that ſaith, which 
they have already received, but, through in- 
digence, ignorance, or a vicious life, have 
ſuffered to languiſh and die away, or have 
not, at leaſt, cultivated to any valuable pur- 

poſe. 

And can either of theſe objects be indiffe- 
rent to us? Be it but the latter of the two, 
it mult deeply affect a good and compaſſionate 
| B 2 mind, 
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mind. Where the want of inſtruction is ex- 
treme in thoſe who bear the name of Chriſ- 
tians, and the means of obtaining it clearly 
not within their power, there is no doubt that 
both benevolence and piety call upon us to 


_ adminiſter what relief we properly can to their 


preſſing neceſſities. 

But the former, I ſuppoſe, is the main ob- 
ject of the Society: And if, on this occaſion, 
we may have leave to enlarge our ideas a little, 
and to contemplate that object in the extent 
to which it has been carried by the zeal not 
of our's only, but of other antient and modern 


miſſions, we ſhall find it above meaſure in- 


tereſting to all true believers in Jeſus. 

For look on the various wild and uncivi- 
lized tribes of men, of whatever name or co- 
lour, which our ambition, or avarice, or cu- 
rioſity has diſcovered, in the new or old world; 
and fay, if the ſight of human nature in ſuch 
crying diſtreſs, in ſuch ſordid, diſgraceful, 
and more than brutal wretchedneſs, be not 
enough to make us fly with ardour to their 
relief and better accommodation. 

To impart ſome ideas of order and civility 
to their rude minds, is an effort of true gene- 
roſity: But, if we can find means at the ſame 

O time, ;

time, or in conſequence of ſuch civility, to 
infuſe a ſenſe of God and Religion, of the 
virtues and hopes which ſpring out of faith in 
Chriſt, and which open a ſcene of conſola- 
tion and glory to them, who but mult regard 
this as an act of the moſt ſublime charity? 
Indeed, the difficulties, the dangers, the 


diſtreſſes of all ſorts, which muſt be encoun- 


tered by the Chriſtian Miſſionary, require a 
more than ordinary degree of that virtue, and 
will only be ſuſtained by Him, whom a fervent 
love of Chriſt and the quickening graces of his 
Spirit have anointed, as it were, and conſe- 
crated to this arduous ſervice. Then it is, 
that we have ſeen the faithful miniſter of the 
word go forth with the zeal of an Apoſtle, 
and the conſtancy of a Martyr. We have ſeen 
him forſake eaſe and affluence ; a competency 
at leaſt, and the ordinary comforts of Society; 
and, with the Goſpel in his hand and his Sa- 
viour in his heart, make his way through 
burning deſerts and the howling wilderneſs : 
braving the rage of climates, and all the in- 
conveniencies of long and perilous voyages; 


ſubmitting to the drudgery of learning barba- 


rous languages, and to the diſguſt of comply- 
ing with barbarous manners; watching the 


dark 
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dark ſuſpicions, and expoſed to the capricious 
fury of impotent ſavages; courting their offen- 
five ſociety, adopting their loathſome cuſtoms, 
and aſſimilating his very nature, almoſt, to 
their's; ina word, enduring all thinge, becom- 
ang all things, in the patient hope of finding 
a way to their good opinion, and of ſucceed- 


ing, finally, in his unwearied endeavours to 


make the word of life and ſalvation not un- 


acceptable to them. 
I confeſs, when I reflect on all theſe things, 


T humble myſelf before ſuch heroic virtue ; 


or, rather, I adore the grace of God in Chriſt 
Jeſus, which is able to produce ſuch examples 


of it in our degenerate world. 


The power of Religion has, no doubt, ap- 
peared in other inſtances; in PENANCES, ſup- 
poſe, in PILGRIMAGES, in CRUSADES ; and 
we know in what light they are now regarded 
by reaſonable and judicious men. 

But let not things ſo diſſimilar be com- 
pared together, much leſs confounded. Un- 
commanded, uſeleſs, ſanguinary zeal provokes 
your contempt and abhorrence; and with rea- 


ſon: Only remember, for pity's ſake, under 


what circumſtances of ignorance and barbarity 
the provocation was given, But when the 
duty 
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duty is clearly enjoined * by the Redeemer 
| himſelf; when no weapon is employed by the 
enterprizing adventurer but that of the ſpirit; 
when the friendlieſt affections prompt his zeal 
and the object in view 1s eternal life ; when, 
I ſay, the authority is unqueſtionable, and the 
means blameleſs ; the motive ſo pure, and the 
end ſo glorious—O ! let not the hard heart 
of infidelity prophane ſuch a virtue, as this, 
with the diſgraceful name of ſanaticiſin, or ſu- 


perſtition. 
Nay, Candour, methinks, ſhould be ready 


to make allowance for ſome real defects or miſ- 
carriages, which will ever attend the beſt per- 
formances of mortal men, What though ſome 
error in judgment, ſome impropriety of con- 
duct, ſome infirmity of temper, I had almoſt 
ſaid, ſome imbecillity of underſtanding, be 
diſcernible in the zealous Miſſionary? Some 
thing, nay much, may be overlooked, where 
ſo much is endured for Chriſt's ſake. It is 
enough that the word of the Croſs is preached 
in fmplicity and godly /6, imcerity b. He, whoſe 
frrength is made perfect in weakneſs,* will pro- 
vide that even the frailties of his ſervants contri- 
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bute, in the end, to the ſucceſs of ſo good a 


cauſe, and the diſplay of his own glory. 


Thus much I could not help ſaying on the 


behalf, and in admiration, ofa CHARITY, 


which intends ſo much benefit to the ſouls 
of men, which brings out ſo many ſhining 
virtues in it's miniſters, and reflects ſo much 
honour on the Chriſtian name, They that feel 
themſelves unworthy to be made the imme 
diate inſtruments of carrying on this great work 
of converſion among favage tribes and infidel 
nations, ſhould bleſs God for the nobler gifts 
of zeal, and reſolution, and fortitude, which 
he has beſtowed on others; and ſhould pro- 


mote it by ſuch means as are in their power, 


by their countenance, their liberality, their 
counſel; by a ſtrenuous endeavour, in this 
humbler way, to ſprend the honour of their 
Saviour, and the invaluable bleſſings of his 
Religion, to the ends of the world. 

Thus ſhall we make ſome amends for thoſe 
multiplied miſchiefs, and, I doubt, injuries, 


which our inſatiable Commerce occaſions ; 
and ſecond the gracious deſigns of an all-wiſe 


Providence, which brings good out of evil, 
and turns to his own righteous ends even thoſe 


VICES, Which our boiſterous paſſions produce, 
and 
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and which He ſees it not fit, in this our day 
of trial, to prevent or reſtrain. 

_ Laſtly, Thus ſhall we act as becomes the 
profeſſors of that Religion, which is divine, 
univerſal, perfect; in one word, the gift and 
the likeneſs of Him, who is Thr SAME YES= 
TERDAY, TO DAY, AND FOR EVER, 
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An ABSTRACT of the 

And of the Proceedings of the Society

was graciouſly pleated, on the 16th of 
June, 1701, lo erect and ſettle a CoRpo- 
RATION with a perpetual ſucceſſion, by the name 
of THE SOCIETY FOR THE PROPAGATION 
OF THE GOSPEL IN FoREIGN PARTS; for 
the receiving, managing, and diſpgſing of the con- 
tributions of ſuch perſons as would be induced to 
extend their charity towards the Maintenance of 
a Learned and an Orthodox Clergy, and the 
making of ſuch other proviſion as might be neceſſary 
for the Propagation of the Gojpel in F oreign Parts, 
upon information, that in many ef our Planta- 
tions, Colonies, and Faclories beyond the ſeas, 
the proviſion for Miniſters was mean, and many 
other of our ſaid Plantations, Colonies, and Fac- 
tories, were wholly unprovided of a maintenance - 
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for Minifters, and the public wor ſhip of Ged; 


and that, for lack of ſupport and maintenance 
of ſuch, many of his loving ſubjetts wanted the 
adminiſtration of God's word and ſacraments, 
and ſeemed to be abandoned to Atheiſm and Inſide- 
lity, and others of them to Popiſh Superſtition and 
Idolatry. 

The Society was compoſed, by the Charter, 
of the Chief Prelates and Dignitaries of the 


Church, and of ſeveral other Lordi. and emi- 


nent perſons in the State, with a power to elect 
ſuch others to be Members of the Corporation, 
as they, or the major part of them, ſhould 
think beneficial to their charitable deſigns ; 
and they immediately applied themſelves with 
great zeal and alacrity to the good work 
and after adjuſting preliminaries in the choice 
of Officers, and ſettling ſtanding orders and 
rules for their more regular proceeding, they 
ſubſcribed every one of them, according to their 
ſeveral ranks and diſpoſitions, an annual ſum 
to be paid to their Treaſurer, for the general 
uſes of the Society; and choſe new Members, 
and gave out deputations, according to the 


powers in the Charter, to receive and collect 


the donations of all charitable and well-diſpoſed 
perſons towards this moſt pious defign: And 
thro' an eſpecial bleſſing, ths work of the Lord 
bath hitherto proſpered in their hands. Many 


more than one hundred and fifty thouſand 


of our own people, infants and adults, and 
| | many 
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many thouſands of Indians and Negroes, have 
been inſtructed and baptized into the true faith 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; and more than one 
hundred and ſixty thouſand volumes of bibles and 
common prayer books, with other books of de- 
votion and inſtruction, together with an innu- 
merable quantity of pious ſmall tracts, have been 
diſperſed in foreign parts; and there was a 
very hopeful and improving appearance of reli- 
gion in the public worſhip of God, according 
to the liturgy of the Church of {#ng/and, in a 
great number of churches in our plantations in 
America, by the means, and through the pro- 
curement, of this Corporation, till the commence- 
ment of the preſent troubles. 

The Charter directs the Society to give am 
annual account to the Lord High Chancellor, 
the Lord Chief Juſtice of the King's Bench, and 
the Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, of 
the ſeveral ſums of money by them received, 
and laid out, and of the management and diſ- 
poſition of the revenues of the Corporation: 
This is punctually done, and the Society annual- 
ly make public an Abſtract of them and their 
proceedings. They likewiſe return their moſt 
aer thanks for the particular benefactions 
and legacies which were received in the year

The Society allow ten pounds worth of books 
to each Miſſion for a library, and five pounds 
worth of pious ſmall tracts to every new Miſſion- 
ary, to be diſtributed among his pariſhioners, 
and other parcels of books, as occaſion requires, 
And as the Society generally receive from their 
Miſſionaries accounts of their proceedings, and 
of the ſtate of their ſeveral Miſſions, it is thonght 
proper to publiſh the following Abſtract of ſuch 


informations as were received from the Miffion- 
aries and others in the year 1780. 


News- 
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N ewfoundland. 


By the Rev. Mr. Langman's annual letter 
to the Society it appears, that he attends his 
duty with the ſame regularity. That there 
were the laſt year about 240 families in St. 
John's, the greater part of which were Iriſh 
Papiſts, in poor circumſtances; and the whole 
number of ſouls, Engliſh and Iriſh, 1600. 
That he had baptiſed 51 children, buried 71 


corples, and married 18 couple. 


The Rev. Mr. Balfour, Miſſionary at Harbor 
Grace, has informed the Society, that the 
number of people in that bay were 1109 men, 
429 women, and 1800 children, 611 of which 
were Roman Catholics, —in all 3949. He 
complains ſo much of hardſhips and difficulty 
of living, occaſioned by the preſent war, that 
. the Society have been induced to allow him a 


gratuity of ten pounds. His ſtated commu- 


nicants are 100; he has baptiicd 44, married 
13 couple, and buried 42 within this laſt year, 
And in the preceding year (of which the ac- 


count came too Jace: to be inſerted in the laſt 


abſtract) he had married 13 couple, baptiſed 
z infants, and 3 adults; ad buried 18. 


Nova Scotia. 


The Rev. Dr. Breynton, Miſſionary at Ha- 


lifax, in his letter of the 1oth of November 
E 1 


34 An Abra of the 


laſt, acquaints the Society, that as Halifax is 
the aſylum of loyal Refugees, the inhabitants 
are greatly increaſed, and the public duty pro- 
portionably affected by it; ſo that the church 
is now too ſmall to hold the congregations. 
The Society have alſo been aſſured of the 
floriſhing ſtate of the ſchool under the care of 
Mr. Peters; that, he has generally about 120 
ſcholars, 17 of which are upon the Society's 
bounty. 


The Rev. Dr. Byles ſtill continues at Ha- 

lifax, having the care of the garriſon there, 
and had baptiſed 18, married 1 couple, and 
officiated at 10 funerals. 


The Rev. Mr. Weeks, lately appointed by 
the Society to the Miſſion of Annapolis, had 
not ſettled there when he wrote to the Society 

| in November, but he deſigned to go there in 
[ the ſpring ; and the Society have ſince ſent 
ö over their particular directions, that he ſhall 
immediately repair thither. 


One letter has been received from the Rev. 
Mr. Delaroche, Miſſionary at Lunenburgh, 
dated November 1, 1780, in which he men- 
tions his declining ſtate of health, and inti- 
mates, with great refignatioa and contentment 
in the divine will, his apprehenſions of no 
long continuance on earth. That, very little 
worth communicating has happened in _ 
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line of his ſtation and ſituation. That, the 

confuſion which the wars have occaſioned, and 
the continual apprehenſion of danger, has | 
taken poſſeſſion of the minds of all, and left | 
little room for attending to any thing beſides; 

and theſe apprehenſions and fears have not been 

a little increaſed from the various reports of. 

the riots which have happened in England. 

Since his laſt he had baptiſed 20 children, 

married g couple, and buried 6 corpſes. 


The Rev. Mr. Ellis, Miſſionary at Windſor, 
Ke. writes in his letter of the 10th of October, 
1780, that his Miſſion is in the fame ſtate as "= 
he deſcribed in his laſt, and the children, | 
whom he catechiſes every Sunday, make the | | 
improvement he could with. His baptiſms A 
were 38, burials 5, marriages 14, and com- | 
. municants 77. | | | 


The Rev. Mr. Bailey, who had been driven 
from his Miſſion at Pownalboro', and came to 
Halifax with his family in a moſt deplorable 
ſituation, as mentioned in the laſt abſtract, 
and went to reſide at Cornwallis, at the ſolli- 
citation of the people there, has ſent the fol- 
lowing account, in two letters to the Society 
of May and November laſt. That, there are 
20 families of church people there, who in 
general appear to be very decent and worthy 
characters, to whom he officiates conſtantly | 
every Sunday, As to the reſt, they are a mix- 
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ture of New England Independents, Anabap- 
tiſts, and Newlights, which laſt have a number 
of very illiterate teachers among them, who 
pretend to inſpiration, and deſpiſe all human 
learning. He repreſents them, however, as 
leſs bitter againſt the Engliſh church and Go- 
vernment than the Independents, who emi- 
grated from Connecticut, and who render the 
ſituation of the loyal TOY e 
grievous. 

His own dependence reſts on precarious 
contributions, and all the articles of ſubſiſtence 
being exceſſively dear, it is with very great 
difficulty he can ſupport his family. The want 
of books is another misfortune he very ſenſi- 
bly feels. 

His heart, he confeſſes, i is ſtill with his for- 
mer pariſhioners; he is ſadly diſtreſſed for 
their ſufferings on account of their loyalty, 
having been informed that more than 130 of 
them had been caſt into priſon for refuſing to 
abjure and fight againſt their King. 


The Society have received the fad intelli- 
gence that the Rev. Mr. Bennett is confined at 
Windfor, greatly diſordered both in body and 
mind, ſo that the phyſicians are of opinion that 
he will never again be ſerviceable. 
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New England. 


No accounts (except from the Rev. Mr. 
Viets) have been received directly from the 


Miſſionaries, who ſtill reſide in that Colony. 


Rut there is reaſon to believe, from general 
reports, that their condition is much better 

than it has been, and they live more quietly, 
though their churches are ſtill ſhut up. 


The Rev. Mr. Viets, Miſſionary at Simſbury, 


Connecticut, has acquainted the Society, in a 


letter of the 26th. of December, 1779, that he 


_ continues to officiate, as formerly, dividing his 
ſervices to his congregation in this manner: 
On the firſt Sunday in every month he 

ciates at St. Ann's church, Salmonbrook; 


the 2d and 4th at St. Andrew 8, Simba on 
the 3d at Turkeyhills, where no church 1s as 
yet built; and on the 5th Sunday, (when it 


ſo happens) upon ſuffrage, in a dwelling- 
houſe. 

His Notitia from Chriſtmas 1774, to 1779, 
is as follows, —baptiſed 274 infants and 19 
adults, including 1 black; married 42 couple ; ; 
buried 56; communicants 8 36. 


It is with much concern that the Society 


have received accounts of the deaths of four of 


their Miſſionaries in this province, Mr. Ma- 
gilchriſt, Mr. Serjeant, Mr. Winſlow, and Mr. 
Matthew Graves, of New London. 


Mr. | 
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Mr. Magilchriſt had paſſed 40 years in the 
Socicty's ſervice ; he went from Baliol College 
in the year 1741, to South Carolina, and from 
thence removed to Salem in 1746, where he 
continued to his death. As a token of his gra- 
titude for the venerable Society, in whoſe ſer- 
vice he had paſſed ſo many years with great 
credit, he bequeathed to them three years ſa- 
lary that was due to him, and all his books to 
the Miniſter who may ſucceed him in that 


3 pariſh. | 


Mr. Serjeant died at Bath, having for ſome 


years paſt been grievouſly afflicted with a-pa- 


ralytic diſorder. 


Mr. Graves and Mr. Winſlow both died at 
New York. There 1s reaſon to beheve that 
the fate of the latter was not a little haſtened 


by the calamities of the times: For having a 


numerous family to ſupport, which was at- 
tended with very great difficulties, his ſpirits 
ſunk under the weight, and a languor and in- 
diſpoſition came on, which proved fatal, and 
he finiſhed his life on the 31ſt of October laſt. 


He has left a widow and 11 children; ſeven 


of which are totally unprovided : and there 
is one daughter, though grown up, yet as 
helpleſs as a new born infant, having been re- 
duced to this deplorable ſtate by the hardſhips 
ſhe underwent in the fiege of Boſton. Sd fad 
a caſe, which mult excite every compaſſionate 

feeling 
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feeling of humanity, called for all the aſſiſtance 
which could be adminiſtered by the Society ; 
and, therefore, they have not only allowed the 
family half a year's falary, but alſo added a 
gratuity of 20 pounds. Mr. Winſlow had been 
before relieved from the collection for the diſ- 
treſſed American Clergy. 


The Society having received the certain but 
diſagreeable information, that Mr. Fayerwea- 
ther, Miſſionary at Naraganſet in Rhode Iſland, 
had not only without the deſire, but againſt 
the approbation of, his pariſhioners, freely and 
voluntarily taken the oaths to the rebel States 
of America, he has been neceſſarily ſtruck off 
the liſt of Miſſionaries. | | 


New York. . 
The Rev. Mr. Cutting, Miſſionary at Hemp- 


ſtead, Long Ifland, has written one letter to 
the Society, in which he obſerves, that con- 
fuſion and tumult are not at all favorable to 
religion, and the inhabitants of Hempſtead, 
being many of them in the King's ſervice, and 
frequently employed on Sundays, are prevented 


from their regular attendance on divine ſervice. 


But that in ſummer time the church is pretty 
well filled, and, upon the whole, he thinks that 
the church has by no means loſt ground in 
theſe factious times. That he goes to Hun- 
tington as often as he can conſiſtently with his 


ſafety, 


— 
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bafery, - and baptiſes the children. Since his 


111 


laſt he had baptiſed 49, and had 5 new com- 


municants. He complains of the great ad- 
vance in the price of all proviſions, which bears 


the more hard upon him as he receives now 


-nothing from his people, nor, for two years 


alt, the ſmall allowance that was made by the 
act of Aſſembly. 


The Rev. Mr. Sayer, who was Miſſionary at 
Fairfield before it was deſtroyed, has acquainted 
the Society in a letter of July 20, 1780, that 
as ſoon as he regained his health, he aſſiſted 
Mr. Bloomer in his Miſſion: And fince, in 
compliance with the wiſhes of the Society, 
that the Refugee Clergy in New York would 
aſſiſt the Miſſion of Huntington, he went 
thither twice, and preached ; baptiſed the chil- 
dren, viſited the ſick, and gave notice of his 
intention to adminiſter the Sacrament on a fu- 
ture day; but the next night but one after he 


was gone, the houſe was ſearched wherein he 


lodged by an armed party from Connecticut, 


who having neither plundered nor inſulted the 


family, he conjectures that he was the object 
of their ſearch, and theretore he has been atraid 


to venture thicher again. 


One letter has been received from the Rev. 
Mr. Doty, Miſſionary at Schenectady, dated 
Montreal, September 29, 1780, wherein he 


writes that he had been informed by a young 
* 


\ ho. 
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man, who had lately left that place, that his 
congregation there conſiſted of 27 white adults 
and 20 children, beſides the Blacks. That, 


the Rev. Mr. Stuart is a priſoner at large in 7 
Schenectady. That, the Mohawk nation hav- 


ing been much engaged this laſt year in the 
war, he has not attended them as before; and 
had only baptiſed for them 8 infants, and 1 
boy of 7 years old. 


To theſe letters of the Miſſionaries muſt be 
added the ſeveral informations which the So- 
ciety have received from the Rev. Dr. Inglis, 
the Rector of Trinity church in New York, 
who is ever attentive to their concerns, and 
ready to forward their pious deſigns. He has 
aſſured the Society of the good conduct of 
Mr. Bull, their School-maſter in that city; and 
that, by the liberality of the inhabitants, the 
ſcholars have been increaſed to their former 
number of 56 boys and 3o girls. That, great 
attention is alſo paid to the negroes, (ſome 
thouſands of them have taken refuge in New 
York from the revolted Colonies) whom Mr. 
Bull catechiſes every Sunday evening, and 
reads to them one of Archbiſhop Secker's lec- 
tures, when the Doctor himſelf cannot attend. 
That, their behaviour on theſe occaſions 1s 
decent and devout, and many have lately be- 
come communicants. That the ſtate of the 
. Clergy of New York is much the fame, and 
with the aforementioned loſſes, is to be la- 
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herited that of Mr. Townſend, Mifionary 
at Salem, who with all his family, was loſt in 


a ſhip which ſunk in its paſſage to Halifax. 


Melancholy as the events of this laſt year 
have been to the Society in the loſs of ſo many 


valuable Miſſionaries, one more ſevere ſtroke 


is to be related, by the death of the Rev. Mr. 
Barton, Miſfionary at Lancaſter in Pennſyl- 
vania. His long confinement to his houſe b 


the Rebels firſt impaired his health, and brought 


on a dropſy; under which diſorder, and anxiet 

of mind, he languiſhed for a conſiderable time 
after he had obtained leave to come within the 
King's lines, till = attempt to reſtore his 
health being baffled, he patiently yielded to 
his fate. He has left a widow, and eight 
children by a former wife, all of whom were 
left in Pennſylvania, the, fix youngeſt under 
the care of his Caernarvon congregation, who 
had given the kindeſt aſſurances that they 
ſhould be ſupported, till it might pleaſed God 
to walls back their faithful Paſtor. 


The Dr. alſo informs the Society, that the 
care of Staten Iſland has been committed to 


Mr. Field, a very worthy Clergyman from. 


Virginia; that the congregation there have pro- 
cured an houſe for him, and alſo contributed. 
ſomething further to his ſupport. Dr. Sea- 
bury, in his letter, confirms the ſame, giving. 
this reaſon. for the meaſure, that being an ob- 


noxious 
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noxious perſon to the Rebels, he was afraid to 
venture  thither. 


New Jerſey. 


Two letters have come from the Rev. Mr. 
Abraham Beach, Miſſionary at New Brunſ- 
wick, of March 24, and October 2, 1780. 
In the former he ſays, that he ſeized the op- 
portunity of a flag of truce to New York to 
inform the Society that he was ſtill in his 
ſtation, and doing his duty in it. That ſince 
July 1778, when he wrote laſt, he had bap- 
tiſed in his own Mithon 23, and buried 4. At 
| Shrewſbury he baptiſed 6, and buried 1. At 

Spotſwood baptiſed 18. At Elizabeth Town 
Io, and buried 8. At Woodbridge baptiſed 2, 
and at Chatham 3. 

In the ſecond letter he aſſures the Society, 
that he {till endeavors to anſwer the Society's 
expectations, ſo far at leaſt as the diſtracted 
{tate of the country will permit, by viſiting 
diſtant Miſſions, baptiſing the children, and 
performing other eccleſiaſtical duties. That, 


in the Jaſt half year, he baptiſed in his own _ 


Miſſion 22 whites, and g blacks; at Spotſ- 
wood 21; at Shrewſbury 9; at Amboy and 


Woodbridge, each 1, and at Elizabeth Town 4. 


The Rev. Mr. * who for ſome years 
as been afflicted with inſanity, is happily re- 
covered to his health and ſenſes; and there- 
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fre the Society have reſtored his former ſa- 


lary of 40 pounds, inſtead of an annuity of 
25 pounds, which was allowed him during. 
that unhappy ſtate. 


Pennſylvania. 


A letter has been brought from the Rev. 
Mr. Craig, Miſſionary at Cheſter, by the 
Swediſh Miniſter from Philadelphia, whereby 
the Society are informed, that his church has 
been ſhut up ever ſince the declaration of In- 
dependency ; but he has continued to baptiſe 
children when preſented to him, to viſit the 
ſick, and to bury the dead; and that his only 
ſupport has been from the credit of his bills 
on the Society. 


Georgia. 

The Rev. Mr. James Brown, who went out: 
Miſſionary toSt. George's pariſh, has acquainted' 
the Society of his ſafe arrival at Savannah on 
the 29th of March laſt, after a paſſage of 20 
weeks from- Portſmouth. That he delivered 
his credentials to the Governor, who has ſhewn 
him every. mark of civility he could expect: 
And as there has been no church Clergyman. 
in Savannah for ſome months paſt, (Mr..Jen- 
kins the Miſſionary, Having gone with the 
army into South Carolina) he had remained 
there, with the Governor's. conſent, and con- 


ſtantly 
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ſtantly performs divine ſervice every Sunday, 
and is ready to do every other duty, till he can 
get to St. George's, which is at preſent under 
the power of the Rebels. | 


Bahama Iſlands. 


As Mr. Browne, who had been recommend-- 
ed to the Society by the-late Governor, to ſup- 
ply the place of Mr. Hunt at Providence, pre- 
ferred the going to Penſacola, the Society have 
availed themſelves of the firſt opportunity they 
have had of ſending a proper Miniſter to that 
place. Such, they truſt, Mr. James Barker, 
ſtrongly. recommended to them by the Clergy 
of New York, will prqve himſelf to be, and 
therefore they have accordingly appointed him, 
and he 1s now on his voyage to South Carolina, 
from whence he expects to get. an eaſy paſſage 
to the Bahamas. 


Barbadoes. 

The Society have been favored with one let- 
ter from Sir John Gay Alleyne, Bart. and 
another from the Rev. Mr. Maſhart, Catechiſt 
at Codrington College, relative to the dread- 
ful hurricane, and the damage incurred there- 
by to the eſtates. By which it is collected, 
that moſt of the buildings on the eſtates have 
been blown down, except the mills, but not 
one negroc loſt, and very few cattle in, ꝓropor- 
| tioa 
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tion to the number on the Eſtates; the man- 


ſion houſe entirely uncovered, the walls alone 
ſtanding, and part of the College, particularly 
the chapel, greatly damaged, the roof being 
blown away, and ſeveral of the windows broken 
down, but the walls ſtanding. The wing of 
the College, where the library is kept, has ſuf- 
fered little, ſo that it now ſerves for the reſi- 
dence of the Manager and his family. The 
top of the ſchool-room has alſo been blown 
down, but Mr. Maſhart propoſed to make uſe 


of it for the performance of divine ſervice, 


until the chapel ſhall be made fit for that pur- 


ole. No eſtimate was then taken of the da- 


mage ſuſtained, nor could it be determined how 


far the Eſtate could be again worked as a ſugar 
plantation, But the Society are in daily ex- 
ectation of receiving more perfect accounts 


from Sir P. Gibbes, who, it is hoped, will 


be able to put the Eſtate under the beſt ma- 
nagement. 


In the interim, the Society, upon reflecting 
that large debts have been incurred on the 
lantation account, both on this and the other 
fide, ariſing A a ſeries of ill accidents, 
misfortunes, and bad crops, have judged it 
roper to aſſiſt the Barbadoes Eſtates in their 
preſent diſtreſs from the general fund of the 
Society, and have therefore concluded to lend 
the Eſtates ſuch ſums as will diſcharge the 


debt to the Treaſurer by money advanced by 
him 
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him, from time to time, to anſwer the demands 
from the bills drawn on the Society by their 
Attornies in Barbados; which ſums are to be 

repaid out of the firſt profits which may ariſe 

from the Eſtates.

mine, as far as may be, into his Letters of Orders, 
his name and circumſtances, and to inſpect the 
public liſt of the names of the Miſſionaries of 
this Society, publiſhed annually with the ab- 
{tract of their proceedings; and the Society are 
fully perſuaded it will appear, that ſuch unwor- 
thy perſon came thither without their know- 
lege ; but if it ſhould happen that any ſuch 
ſhould come thither from them, they intreat 
their friends in America, in the ſacred name of 
Chriſt, to inform them, and they will put away 


from them that wicked perſon.
